If We Have Love 





“Whosoever Shall Keep the Whole Law, and 
yet Offend in One Point, He 
is Guilty of all.” 





Perhaps few people realize 
the necessity there is in these 
days of searching diligently the 
Word of God that we might not 
fall short along any line, for we 
read in James 2:10 that, “Who- 
soever ‘shall keep the whole 
law, and yet offend in one point, 
he is guilty of all.” As in olden 
days the law was given through 
Moses, and the children of Israel 
kept that law. So now we, 
through Christ, are given a law, 
“written not on tables of stone 
but in the fleshly tables of the 
heart, written not with ink, but 
with the Spirit of the living 
God,” and in this law we work 
out our salvation. 

As Jesus was about to depart 
to the Father, He gave this com- 
mandment to His disciples, in 
Matt, 28, to go and -teach all 
nations to observe all things 
whatsoever He had command- 
ed them and, that they might 
not fail to obey this through 
being forgetful of any of His 
teachings. He promised them 
that the Holy Ghost when He 
was come, would bring all things 
to their remembrance whatso- 
ever things He had comamnded 
them. We have the written rec- 
ord today, and as such, we rec- 
ognize it as our law. A part of 
the Word is taken by all sects 
and creeds as authority in their 
particular belief today; but we 
find very few who are willing 
to abide by the whole Word. The 
same Word that says these 
signs, as recorded in Mark 16: 
17, 18, shall follow the believer, 
also says, “By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have love one to another.” 
(John 13:35.) We are not left in 
ignorance as to what constitutes 
this love, for many are the 
Scriptures given, to instruct and 
direct us, that we might not fall 
short along this line. God rea- 
sons thus with us: “If we love 
not our brother whom we have 
seen, how can we love God 
whom we have not seen,” and 
gives this conclusion; that if 
we love God we love our broth- 
er, but if we say we love God 
and hate our*brother we are 
liars and the Spirit of God can- 
not dwell in us. 

In Acts 6, we find where the 
church realized the necessity ot 
caring for her poor widows, and 
so seven men were chosen to see 
to that part of the work. It is 
evident that in the minds of the 
apostles, the distribution of the 
necessities of life to those in 
want among their members, was 
of such importance that they 
selected men who were especial- 
ly qualified by the Holy Ghost, 
for the postion, that this work 
might be fully cared for. In 2 
Cor. 8, Paul in speaking of 
giving says that he doesn’t mean 
that others be eased and we bur- 
dened, but that there be equal- 
ity that now at this time our 
abundance might be a supply 
for their want, and their abun- 
dance might be our supply in 
our need, and he used as an il- 
lustration the gathering of the 
manna in the wilderness, “He 
that had gathered much had 
nothing over; and he that had 
gathered little had no lack.” In 
this we understand better the

where they had all things in 
common, and no man sald that 
what he had was his own, but 
each one considered himself a 


steward of God’s bounty, and 
subject to the needs of his 
brother. 

As we know of a surety that 
we came into this world with 
nothing, and we can take noth- 
ing of this world’s goods with 
us when we leave, let us con- 
sider whether we are giving as 
the Lord commands. The ques- 
tion asked long ago, Shall a 
man rob God, is still being 
asked today. We pay our tithes, 
we give our offerings to carry 
on the work of the Lord but 
still there is another giving that 
is often neglected and God is 
robbed as truly as though we 
withheld our tithes. Here is an 
illustration: A request comes in 
for prayer. Here is a brother 
who is destitute, without food, 
without work or means of any 
kind, and he wants help and 
prayer. We pray that God will 
give him work and provide for 
his needs and believe God will 
do this as he has 
promised; yet our faith 
along this line is dead. James 
wonders how if we see a broth- 
er (who in the faith is especial- 
ly commended to our care) have 
need and we shut up our bowels 
of compassion against him, the 
love of God could possibly dwell 
in us. It’s a question with him, 
and one to which there is but 
one answer. He asks, “what 
doth it profit, my brethern, 
though a man say he hath faith, 
and have not works? can faith 
Save him?” And in the 17 verse 
of 2nd chapter we find that even 
so faith, if it hath not works, 
is dead, being alone. “Was not 
Abraham, our father, justified 
by works when he offered Isaac 
his son upon the altar? Seest 
thou how faith wrought with 
his works, and by works was 
faith made perfect?” One with- 
out the other is dead. 

Can we pray God to keep our 
brother and then sit down at 
our ease and feel that our part 
is done? God answers that 
kind of a prayer through hu- 
man instrumentality and He 
expects to use those who love 
Him in answering a prayer like 
this. When we pray, “Lord, 
give us faith,” do we fully real- 
ize that faith is linked with and 
dependent on works? and when 
we pray, “Lord send us out in- 
to thy vineyard to labor for 
thee,” do we hear God saying, 
“my child, do the thing nearest 
to hand and_ whatsoever 
your hand findeth to do, do it 
with thy might?” So beloved 
let us remember that God meas- 
ures our love for Him by the 
extent that we show love to the 
brethren in the matter of giving 
to their support in the time of 
need, as well as in other ways 
of showing our love for them. 
Let us not fall short in obeying 
the Word along this line and in 
so doing thoughtlessly rob God 
of what we owe.
